Welfare Plan Quick 0K 
Cost Disputed 


Senators See 
Zooming Outlays 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Senate 
Finance 
Com m ittee 
called back W elfare Secretary 
Robert H. Finch today after his 
initial testim ony produced sharp 
disagreem ent on the cost of 
President Nixon’s plan to re ­ 
form tile welfare system . 
The secretary, opening the ad­ 
m inistration’s case for the bill 
W ednesday, 
acknowledged 
it 
may cost $400 million more than 
the original $4.4 
billion esti­ 
m ate. 
But Sen. John J. W illiams, R- 
Del., the com m ittee’s senior Re­ 
publican. insisted the proposal 
is more likely to cost $1.25 bil­ 
lion over the first projection. 
While several GOP m em bers 
drew a bead on the program ’s 
cost and how it could be m et. 
D em ocrats 
said 
the 
proposal 
raised hopes that clearly could 
not be fulfilled. 
Finch agreed the plan cannot 
answ er all the needs of the poor 
but added it is not intended as a 
cure-all for unem ploym ent prob­ 
lem s. 
The secretary said the plan 
would reduce the nation’s pover­ 
ty gap by about 6<J per cent, set 
up national standards to make 
the welfare system more equita­ 
ble, and provide real incentives 
to welfare recipients to get jobs. 
W illiams said he believed the 
cost has jum ped by $1.25 billion 
because the unemployment rate 
now is nearly a full percentage 
point higher than the 3.5 
per 
cent figure used when the pro­ 
g ram 's cost was estim ated.

Kennedy’s inquest testim ony 
gave no clear account of his 
reasons for failing to re to rt tile 
accident lo police until 
more 
than lo hours after it happened, 
He denied any personal involve­ 
m ent with Miss KojH-'chnc and 
said that at no tim e the night of 
the accident was he under the 
influence of alcohol. 
In his tardy police report on 
the July 18 accident, and in his 
testim ony to the secret inquest 


last Jan. 5, Kennedy said he 
turned by m istake onto the dirt 
road 
that 
led 
him 
to 
Dike 
Bridge and tile accident. 
He 
said 
he 
and Miss Kopechne 
were headed for the ferry from 
Chappaquiddiek hack to E dgar­ 
town, on M artha’s Vineyard. 
In the m ajor surprise of Hic 
inquest papers, Boyle said he 
didn't believe it. The judge, who 
retires from the bench at m id­ 
night tonight, recited Uic in­ 
quest evidence, then declared: 
"I 
infer 
a 
reasonable 
and 
probable explanation of the to­ 
tality of the above facts is that 
Kennedy and Kopechne did not 
intend to return to Edgartown 
at ths tim e; that Kennedy did 
not intend to drive to the ferry 
slip aud his turn onto Dike Road 
w as uitentional.” 


That road leads away from 
the ferry crossing, across tile 
bridge to a lonely, undeveloped 
beach on die easterly shore of 
Chappaquiddiek. 
Boyle’s 
report described tile 
bridge this way: 
“ Dike 
Bridge is a 
wooden 
structure 
IO feet, six inches 
wide, has tim ber curbs on each 
side four inches high by IO inch­ 
es wide, no other guardrails, 
and runs at an angle of 27 de­ 
grees to tile left of the road. 
There are no signs or artificial 
lights on the bridge or its 
ap­ 
proach.” 
"A speed of even 20 miles per 
hour, as Kennedy testified to, 
operating a car as large as this 
Oldsmobile,” 
the 
judge 
d- 
clared, ‘‘would at least be negli­ 
gent aud, possibly, reckless. If 


Kennedy knew' of this hazard, 
his operation of the vehicle con­ 
stituted crim inal conduct. ” 
The judge said Kennedy had 
been driven over the 
bridge 
twice on the day of the accident. 
"I believe it probable that 
Kennedy knew of the 
hazard 
that lay ahead of him on Dike 
Road but that, for some reason 
not apparent from the testim o­ 
ny, he failed to exercise clue 
care 
as 
he 
approached 
the 
bridge,” the judge said. 
Boyle’s report, dated Feb. 18, 
did not explain why no addition­ 
al charge was filed against Ken­ 
nedy, who pleaded guilty on 
July 25 to leaving tile scene of 
tile accident. Boyle sentenced 
bim to two m onths in jail, sus­ 
pended, aud a year’s probation.

Kennedy testified that after 
the plunge he recalled Miss Ko 
pechne struggling, kicking "and 
I, at this time, opened my eyes 
and realized I was upside down, 
that water was crashing in on 
me. that it was pitch black . . . 
"I realized that Mary Jo and I 
had to get out of the car.” 
He said he remembered push 
ing at the door, groping for the 
window. 
"And I remember tile last 
sensation of being completely 
out of air and inhaling what 
must have been a half a lung 
full of water and assuming . . . 
that I u’asn’t going to get out of 
that ear alive and then some­ 
how I can remember coming up 
to the last energy of just push­ 
ing, pressing and coming up to 
the surface.”

Law And Order Crisis Hits Britain 


LONDON (AP) - A year’s 
jump of 221 j per cent in violent 
crime has pushed the law and 
order issue to the forefront of 
British politics. 
Crimes of violence and rob­ 
bery on subways and double­ 
decked buses are up by more 
than half. Claims for state com­ 
pensation bv victims of criminal 
assaults rose 9 per cent for the 
first quarter of 1970 over the 
like period last year. 
Indictable offenses ‘ known to 
the police” reached nearly I 1 a 
million last year. Only 42 per 
cent of them were cleared up. 
And nobody knows how many 
crimes were committed without 
ever getting attention of the law 
enforcement men. 
The police force may be hav­ 
ing its worst time since the Gil­ 
bert and Sullivan opera “ Pi­ 
rates of Penzance” disclosed to 
the Victorian public that “ a po- 
lcem an's lot 
is not a happy* 
one.” 
The chance of a bobby’s be­ 
ing attacked while pounding his 
beat is now about twice what it 
was five years ago. He has only 
his nightstick for defense. 
The 
blue-helmeted 
bobbies 
complain they are overworked 
and underpaid. Campaigns to 
draw a better class of recruits 
meet only partial success. The 
bid to get nonwhites into the 
ranks seems almost a total fail­ 
ure. 
Sir John Waldron. 61, commis­ 
sioner of metropolitan police, 
blames society in part for the 
rising crime figures. 
“ This part of the day and age 
of permissiveness,” he told a 
gathering of Fleet Street crim e 
reporters, “ the age of fiddling, 
of everyone living up to the hilt. 
There is little pride today, little 
dignity, no stigma if you appear 
in court—no sham e.’’

tences is high. 
“ Mandatory sentencing is in* 
I iquitous,” says the lord chief 
justice. “ It always leads to trou­ 
ble.” 
At present, the prisoner doing 
a life sentence for murder has a 
shrewd 
blea of how long he 
must serve. It could be only IO 
years with credit for good con­ 
duct. 
The crime rate remains pro­ 
portionately far below that of 
the United States. London’s po­ 
lice chief says: 
“ People can still walk across 
London, across 
its 
parks 
at 
night, without fear of violence, 
which is more than one can say 
for other cities in the world.’’ 
But even here changing crime 
patterns threaten to end those 
pleasant evening strolls.

worth of glass, tires, fabrics aud 
plastics. And through the use of 
their products, billions

There art' losses in tile air 
also. Just when tile travelling 
public was convinced it could 
fly anywhere. The Boeing Com­ 
pany reported an earnings de­ 
cline and announced a “ severe 
deterioration in the com m ercial 
airplane m arket.”

Not just com puter stocks ei­ 
ther.

stocks,

their beholders’ eyes, are seen 
to be far less attractive than 


once believed. 
High borrowing costs are said 
to be among the chief causes of 
the earnings declines. But high 
borrowing costs, we are told, 
are coming down. Don’t believe 
it. 
Short term interest rates have 
been rising for a month now. 
And long term rates seem to 
continue on a long term up 
trend. Continental Airlines this 
week borrowed $90 million at 
10.5 per cent interest. 
High interest rates aren’t the 
only things that stubbornly re­ 
sist the so-called return to eco­ 
nomic 
stability. 
Some 
econo­ 
m ists are beginning to believe 
inflation is here to stay. 
During the next five years, 
says W alter Heller, who won 
fam e as chief economic adviser 
in the Kennedy Adm inistration, 
the United States will be lucky 
to average as little as 3 per cent 
inflation. 
The employment picture isn’t 
any better than the rest of the 
news. H erbert Stein, of Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, said further in­ 
creases in unemployment, now 
at least 4.4 per cent of the labor 
force, might be expected.
